(A) an aromatic polyamide having a molar fraction of aromatic 
monomers among monomer componentg of said polyamide of at Iea3t 0.2, and 
having a cartoxylit; aod component consisting of terephthalic acid, isophthalic add or 
a mixture of terephthallc acW and leophthallcacid and optiorxally alipfiatic acid, and a 
diarnine component of aliphatic ritamirte; 

(13) a fully aliphatic polyamide, and 

(C) Inorganic filler, 

wherein the weight ratio of {A) and (B) Is from 99:1 to 5:95 and the 
inoraanlc filler is present in an annoiinl of from 5 to 60 percent by weight baaed on the 
weight of the composition.

The transition 
language of Claim 1 ha$ been amended from -comprising- to "consisting essanllally 
or in an effort to oettor highlight the features of the instant invention, Spocificaify, 
Applicant po6it3 that the instant ciaims as amended do doJ contain any other 
conautusnts thai edverseiy or materially affect the basic and novel characterlsttcs of 
the claimed invention. As notnd In the objects portion of the specificatior (page 
2, lines 3-10) those characten sties are directed to excellent wetdability. heat 
resistance, and hydnofysis resietance If is further asserted that in so limiting the 
claims to the recited materials (and only othera meeting the above criteria) the case Is 
better positioned for allowance. 

Applicants continue to express cxincem that the referencee earlier 
applwd - EP 0 4a8 335 and EP 0 580 387 - do not provide eiabt^r^nion regarding 
u«e of their reapecttve compositions for such specialty purposes as in Applicants' 
cane This Is pertirtps not surpnsjng, given that the development of polyamide 
composrtione suitable tor welding applications and Uiat retain desirable pmperttee .s a 
difficult endeavor It Is in this fmid that Applicants have perfected cortain polyamide 
compostbons. and their utility for applications requinng such stringnnt molding 
conditions is not previously recogm/ed
